Please find enclosed a letter from the BLM's San Juan Resource Area. The letter
discusses a reclamation estimate recently generated by the BLM for the Radium King
mine site. The estimate establishes a $20,000 surety for the site, currently Atlas carries

a $43,630 reclamation surety for this site in the form of a Board Contract (self bond).

Recently Atlas has asked that this site be transferred to Mr. Joe D. Beirschied.

Atlas provided the transfer forms and reclamation contract and Mr. Beirschied provided
a $13,000 Certificate of Deposit as surety. The $13,000 surety estimate was developed

by the Division in January of 1990. Because the site is located on BLM lands, their
surety requirements will take precedence over ours.

The BLM's estimate is provided as a recommendation, as indicated in the
attached letter. The Division will require a $20,000 reclamation surety, unless Atlas is
able to provide information, to the BLM and Division, that portions of the disturbance
evaluated by the BLM's San Juan office occurred prior to 1981. I suggest a site meeting
to resolve this, with representatives from Atlas, the BLM, this office and Mr. Joe D.
Beirschied.

Our next Division Board meeting is scheduled for October 2, L991. All Board
material will be due by September 16,7997. This will probably not leave us enough
time to process the transfer by the October 2nd Board Hearing. The next ne.rring is
scheduled for October 24,799I.

Reference is rnade to your letter dated Augrr:st 12, I99L requesting the Bureau's
reccnnendation for surety on the Radir.un King ltine (t"t/037 /007) .

fn order to assess the site specific reclanation needs, a field investigation
was conducted on Augrust 27, L99L. Cost estirnations have been nade based on ''-
reclanation of only those areas identified in the Notice of Intent suhnittdt
to DoGM on Novernber 1, 1976. Adjacent areas disturbed prior to that tine were
not considered.

Please find enclosed an itsnized cost estinate for reclanation of the srrbject
rnine. 9le estirnate actual reclarnation costs to be 517,763.00. Ho*ever, to
cover any contingencies and costs associated with contract a&rdnistration, we
reccnnrend a surety in the anror.nt of $20,000.00.

Since mine operations began prior to the effective date of the Bureau's
Surface l'Ianagarent Reguiations (43 CF'R 3809), a Plan of Operations was not
reqtrired to be filed with this office and accordingly the Bureau of Land
l'{anagarent cannot require reclarnation of areas disturbed prior to January l,
1981 r.rrless these areas are sr:bsequently redisturbed. It is possible that
surface disturbing activitie.s continued after 1981, but we have no way of
deterrnining the extent of ttris activity. lherefore, the surety estinate we
are providing is only a reconrrEndation.
